BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43'5 for a mile and five-eighths.

The Progress of Paternalism 


N June, 1943, THE BLoop-HoRSE had an edito- 

rial which, as far as we remember, brought us 
no particularly noticeable pats on the back. 

It is time, perhaps, we said, for American race 
tracks to pause and consider critically a philoso- 
phy and a policy into which they have drifted in 
recent years—drifted in all probability, without 
considering that they had either a philosophy or a 
policy in the matter. 

Consider a few of the items in this policy, we 
said. The tracks are paying insurance premiums 
for jockeys. They have special awards for 
jockeys. They have special awards for trainers 
in a few cases. They have begun to pay breeders’ 
awards on a broad scale. They have been paying 
grooms’ awards for a few years—$10 to the man 
who leads the winner to the paddock. (In New 
York a very special practice obtains. The track 
deducts $10 from the winner’s first money and 
turns it over to the groom, thereby confusing the 
statistics and making the owner mad.) At Suf- 
folk Downs another step has been taken: the 
track pays $1 to every groom who leads a horse 
to the paddock. 

This (we are still quoting) is the political 
philosophy of paternalism. ... It is the philosophy 
that money, applied to the palm of the hand, will 
cure anything. Obviously it is a difficult idea 
to argue against just as the palm is about to be 
crossed. But it is easy to argue against when the 
long-term effects are considered. 

This paternalism of the Turf, we said, makes 
too many elements directly dependent upon the 
favors of the tracks. It destroys the independ- 
ence of owners and breeders. In the stead of a 
healthy competition in which some may win and 
others necessarily must lose, it substitutes a sys- 
tem of handouts in which nearly all must lose but 
will still bless the hand that gave them a dollar, 
or ten dollars, or whatever trifle it happened to be. 

The point we should have emphasized was that 
these awards and handouts would also destroy, in 
large measure, the independence of the race

tracks themselves, which are now subject at all 
times to demands, under threat of strike, from 
groups which are not even employed by the 
tracks. 

Witness the evolution of the handout, or award, 
in New England. 

In that section, where the Horsemen’s Benevo- 
lent and Protective Association has a particularly 
strong organization, it has now become common 
practice for the tracks to pay trainers’ awards 
amounting to $100 in each race, excepting only a 
few stakes races where larger trainers’ awards 
are specified in the conditions. At Narragansett 
Park, Suffolk Downs, and Rockingham Park the 
trainer of a winner now receives $50, of the sec- 
ond, $25, of the third, $15, and of the fourth horse, 
$10. Grooms receive $5 each for leading a starter 
to the paddock, and the groom of the winner is 
paid an additional $15 when he takes the horse to 
the saliva box. 

The practice of paying trainers’ awards, the 
result of demands made at the beginning of the 
Narragansett Park spring meeting, has received 
very little publicity. The awards are not included 
in the charts. But Suffolk Downs, during its 59- 
day meeting in 1944, paid out $53,150 in trainers’ 
awards and $25,335 in grooms’ awards, a com- 
bined average of $1,330 a day. 

Possibly the tracks like it. But if they do it is 
the first time we ever heard of a man across a 
barrel purring contentedly. 

It used to be that a man who owned a horse 
engaged a man to train the horse and made mu- 
tually satisfactory arrangements as to pay and 
other details. The trainer engaged grooms, and 
either he or the owner paid them. Now the train- 
ers and the grooms are using high-jacking methods 
to obtain payments from the race tracks, and the 
owner, as usual, is “in the middle.” 

Possibly the tracks and the trainers and the 
grooms and everyone concerned should begin to 
consider carefully how far they ought to go in 
this direction. Or is it already the consensus that 
everybody should have the privilege of picking the 
tracks’ pockets?

Straight Course 


HE dash of Robert Sterling Clark’s Colchis 

down the Widener chute on October 7 is ap- 
parently to be the last race of the season over 
Belmont Park’s long diagonal straight course. 
Of course, racing returns to the Westchester Rac- 
ing Association’s plant for the Victory meeting, 
but the chute will be closed for repairs. The pan, 
or hard base of the course, so horsemen tell me, 
slopes downward from the middle toward both 
sides. In harrowing the strip, the top soil has 
worked down to the sides, aided naturally by the 
wash of rains. Horsemen have complained for 
some time that the going was too deep on the 
rails, and presumably this will be amended over 
the winter. 

The Widener Course has come in for a consid- 
erable amount of criticism, chiefly from Turf 
writers, I suspect. It is undoubtedly difficult, 
during the first furlong or so of a race down the 
chute, to distinguish the relative positions of the 
horses, and one tenant of the press box remarked 
some time ago, minimizing some of the implica- 
tions of Pearl Harbor, that if the Japanese had 
really wanted to surprise the United States, they 
would have come down the Widener chute. It is 
always patiently explained that the newspaper 
protestations represent the public, though if the 
33,000 persons at Belmont Park on closing day 
agreed on the chute, or on anything else, I should 
be greatly surprised. People speak of the “pub- 
lic” as if it were of one mind, which it is not. 

But horsemen, almost to a man, like the 
straight course. Naturally there is sometimes 
some bumping and swerving on the way down the 
chute, but as one trainer remarked to me, “If you 
have the best horse, nine out of ten times he’ll win 
in the chute.” Think that over, if you ever hear 
of a cinch. There is nothing comparable to the 
loss of ground sometimes encountered on a turn, 
nor is there any necessity of regulating the pace 
of a horse with a view to saving ground. It may 
be a little safer for horses, too. As for the public, 
that body has the most powerful way yet invented 
of discouraging racing down the chute, if it wants 
to use it. If there were any sensible diminution 
of betting on the straight races, as compared with 
six-furlong races around the turns (Belmont runs 
its sprints both ways), there would be anguish in 
Albany, if nowhere else. 


Doubt about Distance 


HE fall racing program at Belmont Park in- 

cludes five major distance races, the Manhat- 
tan and Ladies’ Handicaps at 1% miles, the Law- 
rence Realization at 15 miles, the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup at two miles, and the New York Handi- 
cap at 2% miles. There is a general notion among 
those who shape the track’s policy that this is one 
too many, and this onlooker, long an advocate of 
distance racing, is reluctantly about half con- 
vinced that the notion is sound. The Manhattan 
was an amazing race this year, but it was amaz- 
ing in the wrong direction. The Realization was 
a two-horse event, and it was a somewhat disap- 
pointing affair, since Bounding Home was never 
able to bring By Jimminy to grips at any stage.

The other three were interesting races, though 
they had few starters. This alone is no great call 
for grief; the Gold Cup, with four runners, was a 
really rousing contest, with all four having a 
chance in the stretch and all running bravely at 
the end. 

Even so, races which draw few starters habitu- 
ally are in some danger of drawing even fewer 
in bad years—perhaps one genuine performer and 
two or three tossed in on the theory that they will, 
eventually, get over the course and pull down easy 
money behind first place. The suggestion is, not 
that any of the distance races are not valuable in 
themselves, but that the 18-day fall meeting is not 
long enough to accommodate five. Nothing offi- 
cial has been decided, to my knowledge, but if one 
of the five is shortened, it seems likely to be the 
New York Handicap, with the Ladies’ Handicap 
as second favorite. 


A Note on a Horn 


EVERAL weeks ago this column differed pret- 
ty widely with the views expressed on the edi- 
torial page of the Turf and Sport Digest, and in 
the October issue of that publication the debate 
was continued. The subject concerned claiming 
races; the chances are you’re pretty tired of hear- 
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ing arguments about claiming races, and the mat- 
ter will not be rehashed here—that’s a promise. 
The point at issue is that this bystander said THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was not advocating the abolition of 
claiming races. Mr. Horn immediately quoted a 
passage from THE BLoop-HorsE, Volume 21, No. 
16. The inference a reader would have to draw 
was that this party to the argument was either a 
second-class liar or didn’t read his own publica- 
tion. But Volume 21, No. 16, was published under 
the date of April 21, 1934. At that precise date, 
this onlooker, who has since reformed, was trying 
to teach undergraduates at the University of 
Michigan that the comma is not properly used as 
a connective, and THE BLOoD-HORSE was in the 
thoroughly competent hands of Thomas B. Crom- 
well, its sale to the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association coming some 17 months 
later. How Mr. Horn missed noticing the date of 
the magazine from which he took his quotation I 
have not yet figured out; possibly he has some of 
my own habits of leaving things lying about on 
the desk. 

As for the rest of it, the American Turf of ten 
years ago was in a condition almost the exact op- 
posite of that in which it finds itself today; it was 
as poor as a churchmouse, and if a man had sug- 
gested that New York could get $25,000,000 a 
year in racing taxation, he would have been es- 
corted out with soothing words by two men in 
uniform, which might not have been a bad idea 
either. 

It goes without saying that the claiming prob- 
lem, in a day when a horse was a somewhat dubi- 
ous asset, was materially different from what it is 
today, when even a $5,000 claim can win himself 
out in two or three races. In 1934 racing did not 
appear to be such a soft touch that it was tempt- 
ing non-racing people to claim a horse or two and 
grab some of the money. The point is, if Mr. 
Horn is still arguing against that editorial of 
1934, he might just as well stop. 


QUARTER RACING AT TUCSON 


N Sunday, October 15, the Tucson Racing As- 

sociation opened its 1944-45 season at the 
Rillito track, just outside the city of Tucson, Ariz. 
Every Sunday for “at least 25 weeks” its unique 
programs will continue. According to the track’s 
announcement: 

“This will be Rillito’s second and Tucson’s fifth 
consecutive season of racing under the sponsor- 
ship and supervision of the Southern Arizona 
Horse Breeders’ Association. Last season was 
a particularly successful one with 130 horses com- 
peting in 124 Quarter Races on 24 Sunday after- 
noons. In addition 80 horses ran in 100 races at 
distances from 4% furlongs to 1% miles. 

“Rillito is operated by an Association composed 
of Breeders, Ranchers and Sportsmen—it is run 
rather informally by amateurs but a high stand- 
ard of sportsmanship is maintained. Betting is 
conducted by the Pari-Mutuel system under su- 
pervision of the Arizona State Tax Commission. 
The man in complete charge of the Mutuel De- 
partment is an Accountant employed by the Com- 
mission during the week, and most of the Sellers 
and Cashiers work for local banks and business 
houses. 

“The track is run on a cooperative basis to the 
extent that the Purses, instead of being fixed, are 
calculated from the Mutuel Pool on each race so 
as to distribute approximately ALL of the net 
profit from the betting to the Horsemen. Nine

per cent of the pool on the first race, six per cent 
on the last and seven per cent on all other races 
goes to make up the purse for that race. Six per 
cent is added to the stake of all special or matched 
races.” 

Rillito is a half-mile oval with a chute for the 
three-furlong course on which all quarter races 
are run. Last year its purses ranged from $100 
to $300, averaged above $150. On the basis of 
last season’s racing a tentative ranking of the 
best horses has been announced in a list in which 
base weights range from 100 to 200 pounds. The 
leaders in this list, which will be revised as neces- 
sary, are as follows: 


Shue Ply Piggin String 
185 Black Princess -......- 170 


Climax of the season will be on two Sundays, 
January 28, when the $400 “Arizona Derby,” one- 
quarter mile, for 3-year-olds, will be run, and 
February 4, when the ‘“World’s Championship 
Quarter Mile” will be the feature, with $1,000 
added, entry fee $250. In this the champion mare 
Shue Fly is expected to defend her title. 

The many-sided discussion as to the relative 
merits of the quarter horse and the Thoroughbred 
reaches its highest tension at Tucson, which has 
become a sort of unofficial headquarters for the 
very popular sport of quarter racing. 

An interesting chapter in this controversy may 
develop this winter. J. Rukin Jelks came to the 
Keeneland yearling sales in the summer of 19438, 
bought a colt by Ariel out of Wiggle, by Pennant, 
from the Mereworth Stud consignment, in the 
hope of finding him possessed of enough speed to 
pit against the Southwest’s best quarter horses. 
This colt, now named Piggin String, has been 
started twice against quarter horses and has won 
both times. On the occasion of his second win he 
missed Shue Fly’s track record at Rillito by a fifth 
of a second. Though he is still only a 2-year-old, 
he has been honored with a rating of 175 in the 
quarter-mile handicap above. ‘Most quarter horse 
men won't believe he is a clean-bred colt,” says 
Mr. Jelks.

TURF TOPIBS 
By V. R. Orchard 


ONDON, October 1.—We have had a notable, 

if not remarkable, sale of yearlings, so em- 
phasizing the world appreciation in bloodstock 
prices. The result of this sale, held by Messrs. 
Tattersall at Newmarket on September 13 and 14, 
calls for considerable analysis and thought, quite 
apart from its details and figures; high prices 
may be very satisfactory to vendors, but trends 
and consequences must be watched and consid- 
ered, with a view to the future. For the moment, 
however, the details are here set out, with a few 
comparisons.

It should be explained that, although the auc- 
tioneers are always willing to supply totals and 
averages, they do not, to the best of my knowl- 
edge, issue them officially. The newspapers usual- 
ly work from hastily compiled figures, calculated 
on the spot; these, naturally, are subject to cor- 
rections and to resales. The Bloodstock Breeders’ 
Review, which of course is the standard authority 
on the subject, is now supplied, I believe, with 
authentic figures from Messrs. Tattersall, but 
anyone who has ever had anything to do with fig- 
ures and analyses will be aware of the difficulties 
of reconciling discrepancies, and so on. 

An example may be quoted for the year 1928. 
In that year I believe that the figures were pre- 
pared by no less an authority than the late Ed- 
ward Moorhouse. Even he, however, seems to 
have slipped up, or at any rate to have differed 
from Messrs. Tattersall. Moorhouse gave the 
1928 results as: Lots Sold, 344; Total, 398,130 
guineas; Average, 1,157 guineas. These figures, 
to the best of my knowledge, have been accepted 
and republished ever since. The matter is impor- 
tant because it relates to a record. 

I have therefore substituted Tattersall’s fig- 
ures, firstly because they must presumably be the 
correct ones and secondly because they now show 
this present 1944 average as being the highest 
ever recorded in our Turf records. It remains to 
be seen if my unchecked figures, when corrected, 
will alter the position. It is perhaps splitting 
hairs, because the real and outstanding fact is 
that we have had a wonderful sale; I have how- 
ever done my best to satisfy the statistics fiends! 

There is to be a further sale, in which yearlings 
will be included, in a few days’ time. This will 
not be on the grand scale of the September sale 
just passed; there is also to be taken into con- 
sideration, if a clear general picture is to be made, 
the result of the July Sale, when some 54 lots 
were disposed of for 26,605 guineas, averaging 
493 guineas. Buyers will agree that it is just as 
well that sales at different times of the year differ 
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materially in character; it is not everyone that is 
competing for the five-figure lots! 

Which brings me to the need for recording 
some of the prices paid for individual lots at the 
sale now under notice. First let me present the 
following tables for the September sale at New- 
market:

The Beech House Stud (Martin Benson), 
Frank Tuthill, Mitchell’s, and Worksop Manor 
also sold well. For information, the Friar Ings 
stud mentioned above is the stud recently formed 
in Yorkshire by Sir Eric Ohlson, who has spent 
considerable sums in bloodstock of late. He is the 
owner of the crack 2-year-old Dante, by Nearco. 

High prices paid included 12,500 guineas given 
by Frank Hartigan for a Sledmere-bred colt by 
Hyperion out of Queen Christina, by Buchan out 
of Molly Adare, by Phalaris out of Molly Des- 
mond, by Desmond out of Pretty Polly. This 
yearling, a medium-sized, golden chestnut with a 
star, well made and of fine quality, is a grand 
walker and should make a race horse. He is a 
brother to Orthodox, now at stud. Frank But- 
ters, buying for the Aga Khan and his son, paid 
11,000 guineas for the chestnut colt by Blue Peter 
out of Caretta. This is a well proportioned, all 
quality youngster, another golden chestnut, with 
a little white. Blue Peter is certainly getting 
some grand stock and is stamping them, too, with 
some of his own striking qualities. 

I am afraid that I have now exceeded my space, 
but will try to give further details in another ar- 
ticle. I might just add however, as a postscript, 
that the yearlings as a whole appeared to be a 
pretty level lot and that almost without exception 
they came up in fine condition; there was plenty 
of bone and size about them and I would say that 
they were well up to standard. It was also no- 
ticeable that all the big prices seemed to be paid 
for colts, indicating that they were bought for 
racing and not for stud purposes. Very few year- 
ling colts are worth 10,000 guineas or more unless 
they can win big stakes on the race course. So, 
evidently, our owners have made up their minds 
that we are going to enjoy racing on a much big- 
ger scale in 1945 and 1946 than has been possible 
since the war began. 

His Majesty the King is planning still further 
ahead. His manager, Captain Moore, paid 4,100 


guineas for a filly by Turkhan out of the Deau- 
ville Grand Prix winner Terre Rose.

A Champion's Amazing Return 


ELBOURNE, September 11.—The Turf’s 

wonders never cease. Aurie’s Star, the fast- 
est sprinter Australia has ever known, is 12 years 
old and until he raced on Saturday at Morphett- 
ville, Adelaide’s leading race track, he had not 
started in a race for nearly three years. How- 
ever, this greybeard of the race course did not 
mince matters in a five-furlong race in which he 
was burdened with 134 pounds. Bouncing out in 
front the veteran led all the way to win as he 
liked by half a length and received a reception 
that will long be remembered by those who par- 
ticipated in it. 

For more than two years Aurie’s Star was 
spelling on a farm in South Australia but he 
raced round the paddocks with such speed and 
dash that his owner, George Badman, of Adelaide, 
decided, in the face of considerable opposition 
from his friends, to race the old gelding again. 
Placed in training a few weeks ago, Aurie’s Star 
was soon burning the grass in his morning trials 
at Morphettville, and on Saturday he showed that 
in some cases, at least, age does not dim the bril- 
liance of true sprinters. His success at 12 years, 
running five furlongs with 134 pounds in one min- 
ute dead, and beating 21 other runners, is almost 
unparalleled in the Turf history of this country. 

Aurie’s Star is by an imported horse named 
Stardrift which died years ago and never was a 
great success at the stud. Aurie’s Star’s dam was 
Aurie Anton, a daughter of the St. Frusquin 
horse St. Anton, which stood at Richmond Park 
Stud in South Australia at the same time as Car- 
bine’s famous son Pistol. 

Aurie’s Star won two Oakleigh Plates and a 
Newmarket Handicap in Melbourne and he holds 
six sprint track records in Melbourne and one in 
Adelaide. In addition, he shares with the Mani- 
toba mare Zonda the Australian record of 1:04% 
for 5% furlongs. Over the straight-six track at 
Flemington in 1940 he rattled off six furlongs in 
1:08%4, an all-time record for both Australia and 
New Zealand. 

Always a noted weight carrier, it is worth 
pointing out that the patriarch of Australian 
sprinters carried 142 pounds the day he smashed 
the six-furlong record for Australia and New 
Zealand and this will give you an idea of his 
amazing speed. He has won more than £14,000 in 
stakes and after his effort on Saturday, who can 
say he will not add to it?

Flight Fails—With Excuses 


HE defeat of the champion mare Flight in 

Sydney on Saturday was the sensation of the 
day in Australian racing. She was a runner for 
the Canterbury Stakes, a weight-for-age race of 
six furlongs at modernized Canterbury Park, a 
few miles from Sydney. Starting at 2 to 1 on she 
rocked punters by failing to gain a place. The 
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LAWRENCE is among the topweights and fa- 
vorites for the Caulfield Cup to be run October 21 
and the two-mile Melbourne Cup, Australia’s most 
noted race, to be run November 11. He is a 4- 
year-old colt by Law Maker (three-quarters 
brother to *Rhodes Scholar) out of Gay Element, 
by Comedy King. 


race was won by a dynamic-looking 3-year-old 
filly named Tea Rose, by Mr. Standfast from Tea 
Table, one of the favorites for the A. J. C. Derby 
of £5,000 to be run at Randwick next month. 

Flight’s defeat probably was occasioned by the 
narrowness of the Canterbury track and the fact 
that she had not raced there before. At no stage 
of the race was the granddaughter of Heroic trav- 
eling comfortably, and she disturbed her rider— 
and her backers—by wanting to hang out badly 
all the way. 

However, I think we will see a better Flight 
on the bigger tracks at Randwick and Rosehill 
during the big Sydney spring meetings. She is 
favorite for the Metropolitan Handicap of £4,500, 
to be run over 13 furlongs at Randwick next 
month and her defeat on Saturday has not caused 
bookmakers to take any risks with her. 

Mr. Standfast started his stud career in New 
Zealand but he is now in Queensland. Several big 
offers for him by New Zealand studmasters were 
turned aside. Mr. Standfast did well in New Zea- 
land and is a son of the Polymelus horse Buchan. 
He began his stud career in Ireland, where he 
sired a smart galloper named Ever True, which 
eventually was a winner in South Africa. 

Some of the Mr. Standfast horses stay well and 
one of them, Lord Chancellor, won the last Auck- 
land Cup of two miles with high weight up. The 
Canterbury Guineas, for 3-year-olds over nine 
furlongs, introduced a promising type in the well 
named Accession, by Coronation Day from Silver 
Scorn, a New Zealand-bred mare which in her day 
was a sensation on the Turf in the land of her 
birth. Silver Scorn, by Silverado from Contempt, 
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was a prolific winner at three years. At this age 
she carried 137 pounds and ran six furlongs in 
1:09%6, which at the time—1933—was the Austra- 
lasian record for six furlongs. Coronation Day 
was a failure on the race course in Australia, but 
he has started off better at the stud. He is a son 
of Coronach, which despite his advanced years, is 
keeping his name to the forefront in the breeding 
industry of that country. Accession is to run in 
the A. J. C. Derby. 

Melbourne racing on Saturday (September 9) 
was at Mentone, where the Mentone Cup of 1% 
miles was run in drenching rain and was won by 
the Caulfield Cup chance Temple Chief, by Pan- 
theon, which died not so long ago. Kintore, a 
brilliant 2-year-old, returned to form by winning 
the Leslie Stuart Stakes of six furlongs. He is by 
Caithness and is very smart for six furlongs. 


Melbourne Betting Records Broken 


ACING in Melbourne is permitted only on 

Saturdays, with three public holidays thrown 
in for good measure, and during the 1943-44 sea- 
son which ended July 31 there was set an all-time 
high for race course betting. 

Seven clubs operating in the city handled the 
sum of £4,860,000 in the machines. These figures 
are more than £1,000,000 in excess of the figures 
for the 1942-43 racing year. For a city the size 
of Melbourne, these figures are astounding. But 
the real pulse of our race course wagering is 
counted in the betting rings, where the fielders 
handle five or six times more than the totalizator. 

A. H. Griffiths, owner of Lawrence, the best 
3-year-old, and Delina, best 2-year-old, by Law- 
maker and Manitoba respectively, was the lead- 
ing owner in Melbourne, with these two horses 
winning 11 races worth £11,419. He was followed 
by J. A. Cain, who races the last Melbourne Cup 
winner, Dark Felt, with £7,160. 

Lou Robertson, who trains for Mr. Griffiths 
and several other wealthy owners, led in 24 win- 
ners whose earnings reached the splendid total 
of £25,752. Next was Fred Hoysted, with 20 
winners of £10,758. Roy Shaw, trainer of Amana, 
had 19% winners of £13,200. 

We calculate the leading trainer by his number 
of winners, not by the earnings of horses trained 
by him. This system of course does not apply in 
all countries. Here a few years ago a man trained 
just one horse throughout the year. It was 
Rivette, which won the Caulfield and Melbourne 
Cups to make her owner, H. A. Bamber, the 
largest stakes-winning owner, but as he won only 
four races while other trainers had more than 20 
wins, he was not entitled to be ranked the princi- 
pal trainer.

Albuquerque's Record Meeting 


To Herman Lindauer, member of the State 
Racing Commission of New Mexico, THE BLoop- 
HORSE is indebted for a report on the eight days 
of racing at the New Mexico State Fair at Albu- 
querque, September 24 to October 1, the most suc- 
cessful of a series of meetings which date back to 
1938. There were more horses than at any previ- 
ous meeting. The betting handle for eight days 
was $873,465, average $109,183 daily. Purse dis- 
tribution was $58,070, average $7,258. The New 
Mexico racing law provides for a maximum pari- 
mutuel take-out of 15 per cent, of which one-third 
is added to purses. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


EATS of fillies in Maryland, New York, and 

Illinois afforded the chief interest in racing 
during the week ending October 14. In the East 
Jamaica concluded half of its 12-day session, 
Laurel Park 36 of its 50 days, and Rockingham 
Park two weeks of its seven-week program. The 
closing of Hawthorne on Tuesday, October 17, 
brought an end to racing at the major Chicago 
tracks for the season, but the half-mile Sports- 
man’s Park, adjacent to Hawthorne, opened the 
following day for 16 days running through No- 
vember 4. Thistle Down Park near Cleveland, 
with no stakes offered but a program of over- 
night purses of sizeable values, continues until 
October 28, and will vie with Churchill Downs, 
opening on October 21 for 19 days, for the best 
Thoroughbreds still performing in the Mississippi 
Valley. 

In Canada the Long Branch Jockey Club ended 
a transplanted seven-day meeting at Dufferin 
Park on October 11, and the half-mile course 
opened its own meeting of equal duration on 
October 14, which will bring racing to an end 
for the season in the eastern part of the Dominion. 

Bay Meadows, after receiving permission of 
the California Horse Racing Board on October 
10 to extend its meeting four days, will now 
close on October 26, instead of October 21, as 
previously scheduled. This will still allow time 
for the totalizator equipment used at the San 
Mateo course to be shipped south to Inglewood, 
where Hollywood Park is getting set for its open- 
ing on November 1 for 34 days, running to De- 
cember 16. Both Hollywood Park and Santa 
Anita Park had their rich stakes programs ap- 
proved by the California Horse Racing Board. 
The Hollywood Gold Cup, with an added value of 
$75,000, will bring the Hollywood Turf Club meet- 
ing to a close. 

Both Caliente (Sundays only) and the Hipo- 
dromo de las Americas at Mexico City report 
increased attendance and interest in their meet- 
ings as compared with the corresponding period 
last year. At the Hipodromo on October 12 over 
43,000 persons saw Seeing Eye, Mexican Derby 
winner last season, win the Handicap Cristobal 
Colon at 5% furlongs within a fifth of a second 
of his own track record. 

Whirlabout, second only to Twilight Tear in 
earnings of 3-year-old fillies this season, passed 
the $100,000 mark in the Correction Handicap on 
the week-end at Jamaica. On Columbus Day, 
October 12, the 1941 Futurity winner Some 
Chance won his second stakes of the season in 
the Continental Handicap at 1116 miles. 

Because of its accessibility to New York City 
on the main line of the Long Island Railroad, 
Jamaica continued to show a high betting average 
in the first six days of its fall meeting, when a 
total of $14,076,460 passed through the totalizator 
for a daily average of $2,346,077 for the seven- 
race programs. The larger Belmont Park in its 
recent 18-day meeting averaged $2,251,374 for 
its eight-race programs. On Columbus Day bet- 
ting went to $3,053,471 at Jamaica. Last year 
the track during a nine-day fall meeting averaged 
$1,714,561 a day. 

On Columbus Day at Laurel the great filly Twi- 
light Tear, by her easy triumph in the Queen 
Isabella Handicap, passed Princess Doreen to 
rank second only to Top Flight in monies won by 
a filly. On the week-end Col. E. R. Bradley’s 
Busher won the Selima Stakes so impressively 
that she now appears the leading 2-year-old filly 
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of the season. On October 11 the Irish-bred 
*Boojum II accounted for his first stakes in the 
Governor Ogle Steeplechase Handicap at Laurel. 
There were no million-dollar days for the Mary- 
land course in the week ending October 14, but 
the daily average of $741,368 was higher than in 
any preceding week and brought the daily aver- 
age for the first 36 days to $668,367. 

Rockingham Park, with a Columbus Day pro- 
gram of six races in the morning and eight in 
the afternoon, set a new one-day betting mark 
of $1,697,467 for New England. After 25,000 
persons were jammed into the track, the gates 
were closed to thousands of late arrivals. Texas 
Sandman accounted for the holiday feature stakes 
and on the week-end Smart Bet repeated his per- 
formance of the prior Saturday by winning an- 
other stakes, the Lowell Handicap. 

The last stakes of the Chicago season, the Illi- 
nois Owners’ Handicap, was won by the speedy 
4-year-old Burgoo Maid, which led from begin- 
ning to end. Hawthorne’s betting average was 
about one-third higher than that for a meeting of 
similar length last year. 

At Thistle Down Park the Cleveland Press 
Handicap, the $5,000 overnight feature at six 
furlongs, offered on the week-end, went to Many 
Lands, a 5-year-old chestnut gelding by Dis- 
covery—Gifted Lady, by *Bright Knight. 

On Columbus Day at Bay Meadows the feature 
was the overnight California Home-Bred Stakes, 
and the winner was Allen Drumheller’s Gold Bolt, 
a brown colt by Time Supply out of the stakes- 
winning Montecito, by Bewithus, bred by Errol 
MacBoyle at his Loma Rica Rancho in Grass 
Valley, Nevada County, California, where Mr. 
MacBoyle also carries on gold mining operations. 
All racers produced at the ranch have “gold” in 
their names. 

Optioner, a 2-year-old bay gelding by *Kanuck 
—All Serene, by *Carlaris, owned and bred by 
H. W. Taylor, stopped the winning streak of 
Harry C. Hatch’s leading Canadian money-win- 
ning colt Uttermost in the $2,000 added Diamond 
Ring Handicap on the opening day at Dufferin 
Park. Second to Uttermost in the Clarendon 
Plate, Optioner overtook his rival in the stretch 
of the seven-furlong stakes and won by two and 
a half lengths. Uttermost was conceding 12 
pounds to the winner. 


43,000 at the Hipodromo 


The third racing season of the Hipodromo de 
las Americas is under way, and the opening days 
indicated that the 102-day season will prove even 
more sucessful than its predecessors. On the first 
day of the new meeting, Thursday, October 12, 
43,209 persons saw Seeing Eye, freshened up 
after his New York campaign, win the Handicap 
Cristobal Colon, featured event of the Dia de la 
Raza program. 

Seeing Eye was ridden by Darrell McCown, and 
last season’s Derby Mexicano winner carried the 
colors of the well known Mexican sportsman Gus- 
tavo Zepeda Carranza. Joint holder of the 5%- 
furlong track record, 1:044, Seeing Eye showed 
an excellent effort, coming within a fifth of a sec- 
ond of this time. 

The opening day was one of colorful pageantry, 
which began with the assemblage of three massed 
military bands of 150 pieces and the parade of 
Charros carrying the flags of the 21 American re- 
publics. Senorita Ester Fernandez, one of Mexi- 
co’s cinema stars, was all but mobbed by auto- 
graph fans as she made her way to the winner’s 
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enclosure to decorate the heroine, Grayce P., when 
the filly returned after her victory over Dandy 
Day in the season’s first match race. 

The first of the 17 stakes will be run on Novem- 
ber 5, the Handicap Morelos, nominations for 
which closed on October 15. The first major 
stakes event is scheduled for New Year’s Day, 
the Handicap de la Ciudad de Mexico, worth ap- 
proximately $5,000. 


A Remarkable Stakes Schedule 


The fact that the Glamor Girl of American rac- 
ing is returning after so long an absence, that she 
is returning in her familiar sea-green dress and 
other such seductive trappings as a $100,000 
handicap and a $480,000 stakes program has ob- 
secured one of the most important aspects of the 
reopening of Santa Anita Park on December 30. 

From the viewpoint of Thoroughbred breeders, 
it may be more important that a $50,000 race falls 
on March 10 than it is that the $100,000 Santa 
Anita Handicap falls on March 3. The $50,000 
race is the nine-furlong Santa Margarita Handi- 
cap, which will be the richest race in the world 
conditioned exclusively for fillies and mares. 

The added value of the Santa Margarita is the 
most notable change in the stakes program of the 
course beside the Sierra Madres which has been 
closed since 1941. For years breeders have been 
pleading for more races, more stakes, more mone- 
tary inducement for fillies and mares. For the 
first time they have a race worth $50,000, a sum 
that has come to be accepted in America as the 
standard value of great classics. This season the 
richest races staged in America for fillies and 
mares were New York’s Beldame and _ Illinois’ 
Beverly, each of which carried $25,000 added. 
These stakes far outweighed in value, if not in 
prestige, such classics as the Coaching Club 
American Oaks and the Alabama. 

The Santa Margarita comes at a time when 
there is an enlivened public interest in fillies be- 
cause of the brilliant performances of Twilight 
Tear. Equally brilliant in past racing years were 
the performances of Regret, Anita Peabody, Top 
Flight, many others which battled colts on their 
own terms, beat them in classics. But their per- 
formances failed to cause the racetracks to intro- 
duce a $50,000 stakes exclusively for their sex. 

The Santa Anita meeting, 55 days, December 
30 to March 13, has been definitely approved by 
the California Horse Racing Board. There will 
be a total of 15 stakes, none with less than $20,000 
added, three of them for fillies and mares. There 
will be five War Relief days, five other charity 
days. Overnight purses will range from $2,000 
to $7,500.

Santa Anita is offering no stakes for 1945 2- 
year-olds this winter. The Santa Maria Stakes 
formerly was for California-foaled 2-year-olds, at 
three furlongs, and the Santa Barbara Handicap 
was a 2-year-old stakes, also at three furlongs, 
prior to the closing of the course in 1941. 
It will be noted that the California Breeders 
Champion Stakes and the Santa Catalina Handi- 
cap are for horses foaled in California. Whether 
the use of this term is significant was not indi- 
cated in the track’s press releases. The term bred 
in California has been defined by law; applied to 
Thoroughbreds, it means conceived and foaled in 
the State, whereas in other states a horse is bred 
at the place of its birth. Technically, by the use 
of the term foaled in California, Santa Anita 
Park has opened these two stakes events to horses 
conceived outside the State and foaled inside the 
State.

It is unlikely that Trainer Ben Jones was wor- 
ried about Twilight Tear’s ability to win the 
Queen Isabella Handicap, but the superb filly was 
accompanied to the post by two stablemates of 
some renown in their own right, Miss Keeneland 
and Mar-Kell. Twilight Tear’s top impost of 126 
pounds was nine over the scale, which meant she 
was theoretically conceding 14 pounds to the next 
highest weighted of the field, the older Mar-Kell 
and Good Morning, each in with 118. At post- 
time the Calumet entry was 15 cents to the dollar. 

Bounding out of the gate, Twilight Tear opened 
up a lead of six lengths in short order and won in 
a gallop by five. Good Morning, nearest in pur- 
suit all the way, maintained a comfortable margin 
of several lengths over Legend Bearer, which 
supplanted Miss Keeneland by three lengths in 
the stretch for show money. Mar-Kell, always 
far back, finished seventh. 

By virtue of her victory in the Columbus Day 
feature, Twilight Tear brought her total earnings 
to $176,415, which puts her just ahead of Princess 
Doreen ($174,745) and second to Top Flight 
($275,900) in the list of American money-winning 
fillies or mares. Her 1944 earnings of $141,805 
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make her the leading American 3-year-old filly 
money-winner of all time. She is third to the 
colts, By Jimminy and Pensive (her stablemate, 
now retired), in the list of 1944 money-winning 
3-year-olds, second only to By Jimminy ($181,120) 
in total money won by those of her age. With the 
Pimlico Special and numerous other fall stakes 
ahead of her, the Bull Lea filly may easily pass 
the *Pharamond II colt in both total and seasonal 
earnings of 3-year-olds. As she and her rival are 
both out of Blue Larkspur mares, Twilight Tear’s 
further victories will heap more laurels on the 
Idle Hour Farm stallion as a broodmare sire.

fortable lead into the stretch and win by two and 
a half lengths.

Col. Edward Riley Bradley has had consider- 
ably worse luck in the Selima Stakes than in the 
Matron, which he has won no fewer than five 
times with the products of his Idle Hour Stock 
Farm. In three successive years he placed in the 
Selima, twice third with Bazaar and Blossom 
Again, once second with Beanie M. But in recent 
years his fortunes in this race have been improved 
materially by the great broodmare “La Troienne, 
dam of Bimelech and Black Helen. In 1988 *La 
Troienne’s daughter Big Hurry won the Selima, 
and in 1940 another daughter, Big Event, just 
missed catching the winner. This year Colonel 
Bradley sent to the post a granddaughter of *La 
Troienne. Already winner of the Adirondack 
Handicap, Matron Stakes, and three other races 
in six starts, she was made favorite at 90 cents on 
the dollar and won so decisively that she will be 
reckoned at or very near the top of her division. 

In the run to the first turn the field crowded 
together badly and racing room was hard to find. 
Eddie Arearo, away none too quickly with Busher, 
took her to the rail and waited at a safe distance 
behind the front-rank scramble for position, from 
which, as it turned out, no serious interference re- 
sulted. Ace Card after a brief stuggle was able 
to draw clear of the field, with Gallorette and 
Reece (by *Mahmoud out of Equipoise’s sister 
Schwester) next behind her. On the backstretch 
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Arcaro quickly found room to move the favorite 
up within striking distance, and when they turned 
into the homestretch only Ace Card was ahead of 
her. Once Busher was asked for full speed she 
went from three lengths behind to three lengths 
in front and finished without appearing fully 
extended. Ace Card was almost as far in front 
of Gallorette, the second choice, which had a four- 
length margin over Subdued. 

Busher, the second top-class filly Colonel Brad- 
lev has got from his patronage of War Admiral, 
has now won five of her seven starts, finished sec- 
ond in another, and has earned $60,300, the sea- 
son’s largest total for a 2-year-old filly.

If Harry C. Hatch has a 2-year-old to win an- 
other renewal of the Cup and Saucer, he will re- 
ceive a gold tea service to go with the usual tro- 
phy of the gold cup and saucer, according to a 
promise made by Fred S. Orpen, president of the 
Long Branch Jockey Club, after Mr. Hatch’s 
Suffern won the first running of the stakes in 
1937. Also eligible for a tea service, in case an- 
other of his juveniles should win, is R. S. Mce- 
Laughlin, Canadian motor magnate, whose Park- 
wood Stables has also won the event twice. 

Uttermost won the richest of the Canadian 2- 
year-old races in the easiest sort of way. He 
forged to the front in the short run to the first 
turn, remained on top throughout, and at the end 
was three and a half lengths before the maiden 
Floral Gift, which had a margin of several 
lengths over Ferry Pilot. The winner, favorite 
in the betting at 35 cents to the dollar, carried 
his top impost of 125 pounds with the grace of a 
champion. 

In accounting for the Cup and Saucer, Utter- 
most completed a sweep of all the biggest stakes 
for his age in Canada and established himself as 
the all-time leading money-winning Canadian- 
bred 2-year-old with earnings of $18,195. Previ- 
ously he had won the Winnipeg Futurity, the 
Coronation Stakes, and the Clarendon Plate. 

After the Cup and Saucer Uttermost came out 
for the seven-furlong Diamond Ring Handicap 
at Dufferin Park and was beaten back to second 
place by H. W. Taylor’s Optioner, which was re- 
ceiving a 12-pound concession. Uttermost has 
won five of his eight starts, finished second once— 
second money in the Diamond Ring brought his 
total earnings to $18,595. In his first start and 
again in a race at Washington Park, Chicago, in 
August, he was unplaced. 

Like the other juveniles in Mr. Hatch’s power- 
ful stable, Uttermost will now be eligible to start 
in the 1945 King’s Plate at Woodbine Park, oper- 
ated by the Ontario Jockey Club, provided he does 
not start as a 38-year-old before the Plate Trial 
at Woodbine next spring. A previous ruling of 
the Jockey Club barring 3-year-olds from the 
Plate which had raced at two outside the Do- 
minion was abolished on October 13. Last year 
the restriction that nominees had to be foaled in

She took the 
lead from Magpie on the turn and as she entered 
the stretch was several lengths in front, but had 
to give her best to score by half a length over the 
unlucky Sister Pat.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


New King's Plate Conditions 


Canada’s richest, North America’s oldest and 
most involved stakes race is the King’s Plate, re- 
newed annually at the Woodbine Park spring 
meeting. Its intricate conditions, modified for the 
1944 running to permit the starting of horses 
which had trained (but not raced) in the United 
States, have been further changed in several par- 
ticulars for the next two renewals. The condi- 
tions for the eighty-sixth renewal, to be run Sat- 
urday, May 26, 1945, as announced last week and 
printed in the Toronto Globe and Mail: 

The King’s Plate (50 guineas, the gift of His 
Majesty the King), with $10,000 added by the club. 
The first horse to receive the guineas, stakes and 
$6,500; the second horse $1,500; the third horse 
$1,000 and the fourth horse $300. The breeder of 
the winner to receive $700. By subscription of $10 
each at time of entry, Nov. 15, 1944; $25 by May 
1, 1945 and $100 additional to start. For Canadian- 
bred three-year-olds, the property of a British sub- 
ject resident in Canada, which has never won a 
race other than a race exclusively for two-year- 
olds or the Plate Trial as offered by the Ontario 
Jockey Club for three-year-olds and which have 
not started as a three-year-old except in the Plate 
Trial. Weight 119 lbs. Fillies allowed five pounds. 
No gelding allowance. Death of nominator does 
not render entry void. Starters to be named through 
the entry box the day before the race at the usual 
time of closing. A cup will be presented by the 
club to the owner of the winner and mementos 
to the trainer and rider of the winner. One mile 
and a furlong. 

For the 1946 running the following partial list 
of conditions was published by the Globe and 
Mail: 

The King's Plate. 1946 (50 guineas, the gift of His 
Majesty the King) with not less than $10,000 added 
by the club. The first horse to receive 65 per cent 
of the guineas, stakes and the added money; the 
second horse 15 per cent; the third horse 10 per 
cent and the fourth horse 3 per cent. The breeder 
of the winner to receive 7 per cent. By subscrip- 
tion of $10 each at time of entry as yearlings on 
Nov. 15, 1944; $15 by Nov. 15, 1945; 2-year-olds: 
$25 by May 1, 1945 and $100 additional to start.

Thoroughbred Club 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at its 
luncheon meeting at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexing- 
ington, October 14, heard Humphrey S. Finney 
discuss briefly the place of the horse in the cur- 
rent war. 

Because of the vast distances and shipping diffi- 
culties involved, horses had not been sent from this 
country, even to fighting sectors where command- 
ing officers had made urgent requests for them. 
Thus the Army had found itself with thousands 
of surplus horses. Mr. Finney himself had acted 
as consultant in selling about 26,000 head within 
the last year and was now on his way to Fort 
Robinson to sell about 1,100 more. They were 
selling well. ‘Never have I seen as much interest 
in riding horses as there is today, all over the 
country. The West Coast is the most horse-con- 
scious country I have ever seen.” 

Joe H. Palmer, who recently took over his 
duties as executive secretary of the American 
Trainers Association, called to the attention of 
the club the two different types of notices now 
being used by race tracks in notifying subscribers 
to early-closing stakes that payments are due. On 
one form the track lists the entries made by the 
subscriber, on the other no such list is given. 


On the motion of A. B. Hancock, the club imme- 
diately voted unanimously to inform the tracks 
of its approval of the form which lists the sub- 
scriber’s entries in each stakes event.

New Maryland Rule 


The Maryland Racing Commission on October 
12 issued a ruling, effective October 23, that no 
racing official, or his wife, shall be permitted to 
run horses at any meeting where he officiates. 
Among the officials at the current Laurel Park 
meeting affected by this ruling are Richard A. 
Johnson and J. V. O’Conor, placing judges. The 
horses of Mrs. George Brown, Jr., whose husband 
is to be the Maryland Jockey Club steward at the 
approaching Pimlico meeting, will not be able to 
start at the Baltimore course, according to the 
regulation.

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STUD NEWS 
California Gets High Quest 


HE reputation of War Knight, one of Califor- 

nia’s favorite equine sons, is sending his sire, 
High Quest, on a cross-country trip. J. Warren 
McClatchie, owner of the Double Vee Ranch in 
the San Fernando Valley, last week purchased the 
son of *Sir Gallahad III from William J. Dowling, 
Michigan State Racing Commissioner and long- 
time breeder of Thoroughbreds at his farm at 
Northville, Mich. The sale was arranged through 
Charles F. Henry, racing secretary at Detroit 
and recently added to the list of California breed- 
ers, who stated that the horse would make the 
1945 season at Newhall, Calif. 

In November, 1939, the 11-year-old Stimulus 
mare Chosa was one of a consignment of three 
mares, all in foal to the home stallion High Quest, 
sold by Brookmeade Farm of Upperville, Va., at 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association sale at 
Timonium. Chosa was sold to John B. Royston, 
of Leesburg, Va., for $575. Whereupon Miss 
Ethel Hill, Hollywood scenario writer who had 
raced Deliberate, first of Chosa’s offspring, tele- 
phoned the breeders’ association’s Humphrey S. 
Finney in high dudgeon to know why he hadn’t 
followed her instructions and bought Chosa for 
her. 

The instructions had never got to Mr. Finney, 
but he managed to buy the mare for Miss Hill 
for $1,000 from Mr. Royston. So Chosa went to 
California and there foaled War Knight the fol- 
lowing spring. War Knight was a weakly foal, 
but he has developed into one of the best Califor- 
nia-foaled horses of recent years, with earnings 
of $71,360 to date, including the $50,000 added 
Arlington Handicap this year. 

Last fall High Quest had been sold at the Lex- 
ington Fall Sales for $150 and taken to Michigan 
by Mr. Dowling. War Knight’s successes this 
year multiplied his value many times. High 
Quest, winner of the 1934 Preakness, is a 13- 
year-old son of *Sir Gallahad III out of the noted 
producer Etoile Filante, by Fair Play. 


Dawn Play Dies 


The 10-year-old Dawn Play, one of the highest- 
class race mares of the last decade, died a few 
weeks ago at the King Ranch in Texas, THE 
BLoop-HorsE learns from Robert J. Kleberg. The 
mare had been subject to-occasional attacks of 
colic since she was shocked by a stroke of light- 
ning at Saratoga as a 3-year-old, and it was one 
of these which caused her death. 

Dawn Play, a brown mare, foaled in 1934, by 
Clock Tower out of Gun Play, by Man o’ War, 
was bred by Morton L. Schwartz and as a year- 
ling was purchased by Mr. Kleberg for the King 
Ranch for $4,100, out of the dispersal of Mr. 
Schwartz’s horses. Though she won only one race 
at two, she appeared among the best fillies of the 
season, finishing second in the Selima Stakes and 
Matron Stakes. At three she won the Acorn 
Stakes, Coaching Club American Oaks, and 
American Derby. She had been fired for ankle 
trouble at the end of her first season and was 
never quite sound. Even in her stakes wins at 
three, according to Trainer Max Hirsch, “she 
never really ran, but just hopped along.” 

Mr. Kleberg set high hopes upon Dawn Play 
as a broodmare, but like her dam she had a career 
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of frustration. Her first foal, a Discovery colt 
born in 1939, died and she was not bred that year. 
She had no foal in either of the next two years, 
and her only surviving offspring are a yearling 
colt by Equestrian and a weanling colt by Bold 
Venture. Mr. Kleberg, however, now owns her 
dam, Gun Play, which this year has a filly foal by 
Eight Thirty at Elsmeade Farm, Lexington. 


Ned Reigh Destroyed 


Shortly after he was | moved late in August to 
Christopher T. Chenery’s The Meadow, near Dos- 
well, Va., the stallion Ned Reigh broke his right 
shoulder by slipping and falling on wet ground 
while exercising in his paddock. A sling was de- 
vised for the horse in an effort to heal the frac- 
ture, but he fought it so that his handlers recently 
were obliged to have him humanely destroyed. 

Ned Reigh, a brown horse by Neddie out of 
Reigh Nun, by *Sunreigh, was foaled in 1933 at 
the Court Manor Stud of the late Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, who raced the horse as a 2-year-old to win 
the Troy Claiming and Junior Champion Stakes 
and the Babylon and Walden Handicaps. At the 
Kilmer dispersal on October 30, 1940, Ned Reigh, 
then a 77-year-old, was sold for $1,000 to L. R. 
Colbert of Fredericksburg, Va. 

Out of his first crop of 2-year-olds to get to the 
races in 1941 he had one winner, Flying Reigh. 
In 1942 he was represented by one 2-year-old win- 
ner, Flying Ned, but the 3-year-old gelding 
Nyleve that year won six races and in 1943 won 
eight races to become Ned Reigh’s most successful 
offspring. 


Vienna Retiring to Stud 


William Woodward’s Vienna, 3-year-old bay 
filly by Menow out of Valse, by *Sir Gallahad il, 
is to be retired and shipped by her owner and 
breeder, William Woodward, to Arthur B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud at Paris, Ky., where she 
was foaled on May 8, 1941. After defeating Twi- 
light Tear in the Alabama Stakes and running 
third in the Diana Handicap, Vienna went amiss 
in her training. Earlier in the season Vienna 
was second to Whirlabout in the Test Stakes. 
In 15 starts she won three races, finished second 
twice, third twice, earned $25,205. 


*Hilltown's 1945 Home 


W. G. Reynolds’ *Hilltown, son of *Blenheim II 
and sire of the top-class Valdina Orphan, will 
make the season of 1945 at Edward A. Carney’s 
Valley View Farm, Shepherdsville, Ky., about 20 
miles from Louisville. His fee for the 1945 sea- 
son will be $200 with return privilege, Mr. Carney 
informs THE BLoop-HorsE.

Encyclopedia of Sports 


REVISED and enlarged edition of Frank G. 
Menke’s Encyclopedia of Sports has been is- 
sued, at $3.50, by A. S. Barnes and Company, of 
New York. It is a 628-page volume concerned 
mainly with the history, origin, and background, 
and briefly with the rules and records, of all the 
more common sports. Horse racing gets about 
thirty pages of the text, largely concerned with 
the evolution of the horse and the beginnings of 
racing and the Thoroughbred (including some of 
the less substantial yarns, widely repeated but not 
too well documented). 

Mr. Menke, whose principal connection with 
racing is as publicity man for the Kentucky 
Derby, has had wide experience in writing sports 
and in serving sports writers. His Encyclopedia 
is another excellent effort in the direction of pro- 
viding background and general information for 
writers and others interested in the various fields 
of sport.

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South American 
Racing Notes 


By F. A. de Miranda Rosa 


Grande Premio Brasil 


IO DE JANEIRO, August 10—The most im- 

portant race of the Brazilian Turf, and the 
second most important in South America is the 
Grande Premio Brasil, over 3,000 meters, with a 
gross value of 412,500 cruzeiros, 300,000 going to 
the winner. Only the Gran Premio Nacional at 
Palermo, the Argentine Derby, has a higher purse 
in this continent, with its 100,000 Argentine- 
pesos to the winner, some 500,000 cruzeiros. Con- 
cerning the class of the horses which race for 
this event, it has also a very definite pattern of 
high quality, mainly in recent years, during 
which Brazilian racing and breeding have de- 
veloped rapidly. It is my opinion that now the 
best field of high-class horses in South America 
could be assembled in Brazil. The reasons are 
many. We import more top horses than the other 
South American racing countries, from Argen- 
tina, Uruguay, and England. Our breeding has 
improved greatly in the last ten years and the 
Brazilian-breds are beating the imported ones 
in a conclusive fashion. Several of the better 
horses in Uruguay were sold to Brazil, while in 
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Argentina the standard of quality seems to have 
lowered recently, the last great horse in action 
having been Banderin. 

Thus it was with the greatest interest that the 
1944 Grande Premio Brasil was awaited. Two 
months before the race, the 8-year-old Albatroz 
was the favorite. However, when the Grande 
Premio Dezesseis de Julho, over 2,400 meters, 
was over on July 16, with the sensational victory 
of the Uruguayan-bred Monterreal—the one 
which had made Banderin give all to win the 
Jose Pedro Ramirez at Maronas in January—he 
was made favorite. Albatroz was still regarded 
as a good contender and Alibi had pretensions. 
Albatroz won the 1943 renewal of the race as a 
77-year-old, the oldest winner the event had had, 
and many turfmen thought he could win over as 
fine a 4-year-old as Monterreal and his own stable- 
mate, the Brazilian Derby winner Ever Ready. 

The race was presented at the Gavea race 
course, on August 6, a fine day. One of the great- 
est crowds ever seen at Gavea was at the track 
and a new betting record was established, more 
than 4,800,000 cruzeiros being bet. The seven- 
race program was very classy, with two important 
middle-distance events over 2,000 meters, one for 
4-year-olds under allowances, won by Miami, a 
son of Stayer out of Mona Gris, and the other 
a Class B Handicap, won by the 5-year-old Zagal, 
by Baber Shah out of Zach Klara. 

With the withdrawal of the outsider Harpalo, 
16 horses were presented for the Grande Premio 
Brasil. Favorite was Monterreal (125.4), at 5 
to 2, with Albatroz (125.4) and his stablemate 
Ever Ready (114.4) the second choice at 18 to 
5, and Alibi (127.6) a close third choice at 19 to 
5. The start was a very good one and the grand 
field began to move rapidly, with Corruxa (114.4)

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in front. Thus they entered for the first time 
in the stretch of the stands and we saw the Eng- 
lish-bred Footprint (127.6) two lengths behind 
the leader, Alibi another two lengths back, fol- 
lowed by Ever Ready, Xingu (116.6), Albatroz, 
and the rest in a compact group. Monterreal was 
going in fourteenth place, apparently easily. 

When the field began the back stretch, Alba- 
troz advanced to fifth place, while Xingu lost 
ground and Monterreal improved his _ position 
gradually. Corruxa was still in front, with Foot- 
print, Alibi, Ever Ready and Albatroz following 
him, each two lengths in front of the other. In 
the 1,200-meter-pole, Footprint advanced and was 
one length back of the leader at the far turn. 
They began a brief struggle in that point and, 
1,000 meters from the finish Footprint was the 
leader, while Alibi advanced to second place short- 
ly after. They were coming to the upper stretch 
again. Ever Ready attacked also at that point. 
When the field entered the stretch, Alibi advanced 
on Footprint and the two battled up to the 600- 
meter-pole, when the English horse was beaten. 
Then, Ever Ready came in a rush, equaled Alibi 
and was taking the lead 400 meters from the end, 
when old Albatroz moved up, subdued him beauti- 
fully, and won with speed in reserve in the very 
good time of 3:05 for the 3,000 meters. Ever 
Ready was second a little more than one length 
back and Alibi was third another three lengths 
back, two in front of Footprint, while the others 
came as follows: Goiano (127.6), Tigris (127.6), 
Monterreal, Geyser (114.4), Adulon (127.6), Cor- 
ruxa (114.4), Xingu, Lord (125.4), Baron (127.6), 
Strike (127.6), Tronador (127.6), and Winter Gar- 
den (127.6). After the race the huge crowd in- 
vaded the course and it was a sensational eve- 
ning. 
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The winner is the first horse to win the Grande 
Premio Brasil twice. He is undoubtedly a great 
crack sprinter, miler and stayer, champion in 
every distance. Albatroz was bred by the late 
Linneo de Paula Machado and races for the “Stud 
Linneo da Paula Machado,” operated by his breed- 
er’s family. He raced 34 times in his long career, 
since he was a 2-year-old, and won 17 events, 
mostly classicos. Albatroz is the greatest money- 
maker of the Brazilian Turf; he has earned 1,- 
303,600 cruzeiros ($68,439, counting the cruzeiro 
at 5% cents). I have no doubt he is now the 
best horse in training in South America. His 
owners said he will go to the stud, where eight 
of the best broodmares in the most famous stud 
in the country, the Sao Jose Stud at Sao Paulo, 
will be mated with him. Perhaps, however, he 
will race one time more. The champion is a son 
of Trinidad, one of the most successful sires of 
the history of Brazilian breeding, out of the great 
stakes-winning French mare Myrthee, by Mesilim 
out of Securite, by Nimbus—La Duporterie. 
Trinidad, his sire, is a son of Phalaris out of 
Love Oil and he is one of the most brilliant exam- 
ples of the success of sons of Phalaris in the 
stud. He won the Atlantic Cup in England and 
has given the Brazilian Turf some of the most 
voted performers of the recent years, among 
them the Triple Crown winner Criolan, the crack 
mares L’Atlantide and Dorilla, ete. 

Ever Ready raced also very brilliantly. He was 
vressed to head Alibi at the 400-meter-pole, but 
in the finish his rider saw he couldn’t beat Alba- 
troz and sat. But the Brazilian Derby winner of 
this year is a great horse. He was far the best 
in the field, after Albatroz and I think this grey 
will win several of the other important events at 
Gavea this year.

Argentine Races 


HE unbeaten Trafalgar, leader of Argentine’s 

1944 juveniles, a son of the great Congreve, 
again had a match. This time his opponent was 
Dominante and the race was the Clasico Miguel 
Cane, over 1,500 meters, at Palermo. Trafalgar 
won easily, with speed in reserve. 

On July 8, at San Isidro, another match took 
place. The champion mare Plateria raced with 
her stablemate Xanthis and won easily the Clasi- 
co Miguel Angel y Tomaz Juarez Celman, over 
2,200 meters, in the time of 2:2245.

He is regarded now among 
the best veterans in Uruguayan racing, while 
Enganador, Magnum, and Panduro are his strong- 
er challengers. 

The Clasico Patria, over 1,300 meters, was pre- 
sented on July 9 at Maronas. With Numantino 
and Hidalgo absent the favorite was Cognac, a 
son of Hunter’s Moon—Clodia, whose only pre- 
vious outing had been a beautiful victory. Cognac 
won easily by a length, with Mi Loco, Mirlo, and 
Furquero in the next places. Along with the colt 
Cango, a son of Caboclo, which won the same day, 
Cognac became a strong candidate for the colts’ 
honors, now divided between Hidalgo and Numan- 
tino.

BROTHER IN BLOOD TO BY JIMMINY 
SIRE LINE 


BLESS ME comes of a sire line predominant in America, England and other countries. 
His sire, *Sickle, was leading sire in America in 1936 and 1938, and his get in this country 
alone, exclusive of England and France, etc., have won very close to two million dollars. 
*Sickle’s brother, *“Pharamond II, likewise has been notably successful in the United States, 
and his half-brother, Hyperion, is not only England’s greatest living sire but one of the 
greatest England has produced. Back to Bend Or through the successive steps of *Sickle, 
Phalaris, Polymelus, Cyllene and Bona Vista, BLESS ME has an ancestry rich in outstanding 


successful sires. 
FEMALE LINE 

BLESS ME traces in tail female line to “Macaroon, one of the foundation mares of Mr. 
E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stud, thence back to a mare by Matchem of a family which has 
produced for Mr. Bradley such stakes winning mares as Batter Cake, Baba Kenny, Bee 
Mac, Beanie M and Betty Beall. *“Macaroon’s daughter, Batter Cake, won the Cincinnati 
Trophy at two and was half-sister to Betty Beall, who is the dam of Baba Kenny and Beanie 
M, both of whom won the Matron and other stakes. (Baba Kenny also is the dam of Bee 
Mac). Batter Cake’s daughter, Breakfast Bell, by Black Toney (half-sister to several stakes 
winners), was a consistent performer in four years of racing, winning stakes at Saratoga 
and Belmont Park, and then producing Buginarug. Buginarug, due to an injured hip raced 
only at three and from six starts won three and was twice third racing against the best of her 
age in the East. Her first foal was BLESS ME. She has since produced the winner Bit of 
Sugar, and this year’s outstanding 3-year-old, By Jimminy, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 

BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 

_ . “Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 

inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 

back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:3745. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:1125, and was second, beaten a neck 
Oia Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 

75° 
While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk 

Downs in 1:49%5, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0945 and 1:3546. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 1% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:1024, also won another 34 race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 


of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.
